Yet three Dramas 
and two Farces were not considered enough, for ia the course of 
the eveniog a variety of songs were introduced. 

QUEEN’s.—Mrs. Honey is here, and the entertesinments of the 
week are, io the highest degree, calculated to attract. After the 
laughable Farce of Woman’s the Devil, in which Mrs, Honey 
sustains her three original characters, a new entertainment, written 
by Mr. Somerset expressly for a clever child who is engeged at 
this house, is presented. It is entitled The Model of a Man, and 
Master Thurnhil!, only seven years of sge, performs no less than 
five different enactments, viz. adandy, a tiger, a country boy, 
Captain Hannibal of the Queen’s Own, and Harry Leaworthy, 
amidshipman. Ino the latter character be introduced a boropipe. 
He gained great applause, and gives token of being exceedingly 
talented. TT. Manders, the comedian, is engaged here, and will 
make his appearance on tha Slst inst. and we understand that 
other favorites, formerly connected with this Theatre, will shortly 
appear ip turo. 

Bochsa and Mre. Bishop.—St. Petersburgh, June 16th.—A 
Dramatic Concert was given by these artistes some evenings ago 
at the Grand Theatre of the capital, in which Mrs, Bishop enacted 
various parts en costume. With Tancredi’s helmet and coat of 
mail, she first sang the cavantina, ‘ Di tanti palpiti.” Bochsa suce 
ceeded in a harp concerto, after which Mrs. Bishop came forward 
again, having exchanged her warlike garment for the rural dress 
of Ninetta. Inthbis character she gave “ Di piacer.’, Between 
the first and second parts of the Concert, she re-appeared, her head

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panied by Bochsa. Mrs. Bishop appeared next io the mournful 
garb of Romeo, and sang Ziogarelli’s “ Ombr’ adorata aspetta.” 
Her best character was that of Anna Bolena in the third act of the 
Opera of that name.
